However the prior art of records do not teach or suggest, individually or in 
combination, an interface circuit comprises that a transmission controller includes a 
reset signal generator which generates a reset signal for interrupting the transmission 
of the first control signal, when multiple commands of the first through N-th commands 
are generated simultaneously.
